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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicants argue that the specification describes that the nucleotide sequence, SEQ ID NO: 177, encoding the 
protein of SEQ ID NO: 43, is expressed in gastrointestinal tissues and relates to cancer and inflammation. Applicants also argue that the 
polynucleotide represented by SEQ ID NO: 177 was isolated from diseased sigmoid colon tissues. Therefore, the disclosure of the original 
specification is consistent with and corroborated by the teachings of Hogan et al. (J. Allergy Clin Immunol. 2006, 118:257-268; previously 
submitted) that RELM-beta protein is constitutively expressed in colon and that it has a central role in regulating colonic inflammation. 

These arguments have been considered, but are not deemed persuasive. This asserted utility is not specific or substantial. With the 
exception of a few housekeeping genes, all naturally occurring polypeptides have a tissue specific pattern of expression, and thus virtually 
any naturally occurring polypeptide can be used in tissue typing. Thus, the asserted utility is not specific to SEQ ID NO:43. The fact that 
the polynucleotide/polypeptide was isolated from cancer tissue does not demonstrate its utility, or that it is involved in cancer. Similarly, 
Applicants have not demonstrated what role the protein has in regulating colonic inflammation and in which manner (upregulated or 
downregulated) the protein should be modulated. Furthermore, while Applicants' assert that the protein of the invention is consistent with 
Hogan et al., the specification never identifies this protein as a RELM-beta. Due to the length of the specification, it is suggested that 
Applicants point out exactly where in the specification this "consistency" is found. 



The claims also remain rejected under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, since the invention does not possess utility as discussed in the 
previous Office Action. Furthermore, Applicants have not provided a functional limitation in the claims reciting "95%," only a structural 
limitation. 
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
